1218 North Sixth street, police raid- 
ed the house next door, at 1220 


North Sixth street, on an anonym- 
ous report that a murder plot was 
brewing there. 

Four Italians were arrested, in- 
cluding Ralph Calico, known gang- 
ster and associate of Russo and 
Longo, who was tried and acquitted 
last winter for the murder of Al- 
phonse Palazzolo, rival gang leader. 
Calico was hiding under a bed on 
which the three others were seated. 
Four -loaded pistols were in the 
room. It was expected the men 
would be held the usual 20 hours 
and released. 

More than $2000 worth § of 
wreaths and other floral offerings 
were heaped on the sidewalk as 
Russo’s casket was carried to the 
hearse, while more than 250 men 
and women looked on. Longo’s 
funeral at 1017 North Eighth 
Street was less pretentious. 

Longo's hearse fell in — behind 
Russo’s at the latter’s home and 
the two funeral processions moved 
as one to Calvary Cemetery, where 
the gangsters were buried together. 
They were killed by gunmen 
Wednesday afternoon in a vacant 
lot at Plymouth and Sutter ave- 
nues, Ugiversity City. There were 
no church services. 

Jimmy Michaels, Cuckoo gang- 
ster, who was arrested as a sus- 
pect, in the Russo-Longo killings, 
is held at Belleville in default of 
$114,000 in bonds, having been 
turned over to St. Clair County au- 
thorities after his*release here. 

He had been sought for jumping 
bond in the $2800 robbery of the 
East St. Louis & Suburban Rail- 
way Office on Oct. 10, 1925, and 
is charged in other indictments 
with two other East Side robberies. 
Following his arrest, bonds which 
formerly totaled“ $6000 were in- 
creased to total $114,600.

AMSTERDAM, July 28.—With 
impressive pageantry and  cere- 
mony carried out in fine sunshiny 
weather after a stormy morning, 
the ninth Olympic games of mod- 
ern times opened this afternoon in 
the great red brick stadium in 
the southwestern outskirts of Am- 
sterdam, 

Nearly 6000 men and women, 
the flower of the atlhetic world, 


in colorful uniforms, with bands 
playing and the flags of all na- 
tions flying, circled the stadium 
track. The grand stands were 
packed with 40,000 cheering peo- 
ple. 

Outside the stadium 75,000 cit!, 
zens of Holland, as well ag many 
foreigners who came to the Neth- 
erlands to see the games, but 
found it impossible to obtain tick- 
ets, jammed the streets and plazas 


a number of nations had difficulty 
entering the stadium. 
300 From U. S. in Parade. 

Three hundred Americans—one 
of the largest national representa- 
tions—partfcipated in the parade. 
Holland's competitors numbered 
400 and Germany’s and the British 
Empire’s 300 each, but Britain's 
dominions and overseas possessions 
marched as individual units scat- 
tered through the long line, which 
took an hour to pass the Prince 
Consort's reviewing stand. 

After circling the stadium, each 
team formed a column oh the 
green oval within the track and 
from there & representative of each 
Nation advanced with his national 
banner for administration of the 
Olympic oath. 

The United States, as ‘““Vereenigde 
Staten” in Dutch, was next to the 
last Nation in the March. Greece, 
as the country where the games 
began, was first, and Holland, as 
host, last. The others marched in 
alphabetical order. 

Teams in Sport Costumes, 

Promptly at 2 o'clock the march 
of the Nations began as the Greek 
Olympic team filed through the 
Marathon gate. The athletes pa- 
raded in sports costumes mostly. 
the men with white shoes and 
trousers, varicolored coats and 
straw hats, with their national In- 
signia on coats and hat bands, and 
the girls mostly in sports dress. 

Following Greece came the Ar- 
gentine delegation, 100 strong, then 
the Australians, led by Winter, 
1924 Olympic winner in the hop. 
step and jump. Next came the 
Belgians in pink sweaters, and haif 
a dozen Bulgarian army officers 
in uniform. 

Canada’s fine team of nearly 1560 
men and women, all in white, was 
cheered-as it marched around the 
running track toward the review- 
ing stand. Chile’s team greeted 
the Prince consort with organized 
cheering like a college yell. The 
practical Danes marched in ordi- 
nary street clothes—the only na- 
tion represented which did not 
stop. | 

Germans in Formal Dress. 

Germanv’'s big team wore semi- 
evening dress and the Egyptians 
sported red fezzes. The Finna, 
blond and bareheaded, swept past 
in close formation. Britain's dele- 
gation followed two towering Scots 
in Highland dress, 

Like Hayti, Panama and Cuba 
had one-man teams which drew 
applause from all the grandstands 
instead of only those sections 
where their compatriots were 
seated. 

Ireland followec the Irish Free 
State flag, being the only British 
Empire delegation not displaying 
the Union Jack. Likewise the 
Philippine team carried the Phil- 
ippine fiag inatead of that of the 
United States. Italians in Alpine 
hate, gray uniforms and blue tics 
outstretched their right arms in 
the Fascist salute as they neared 
the reviewers.

S. Caulfield of St. Louis has a tong 
lead over Phil A. Bennett of 
Springfield for the Republican 
nomination for Governor and that 
the race between Roscoe C. Yat- 
terson of Springfield and David M. 
Proctor of Kansas City for the he 
publican nomination for United 
States Senator is close, with Pcss: 
bly a slight advantage for Patter- 
son. 

Wet Vote Will Help Frank. 

If any of the other candidates 
commands a strength even 4ap- 
proaching that of these supposed 
leaders, nothing to indicate it was 
ascertainable in a survey of thes 
important political centers of the 
State, in which several hundred 
politicians who should be in a po- 
sition to know conditions in their 
home communities were consulted. 
However, it appears certain that 
Nathan Frank of St. Louis, seeking 
the Republican nomination for 
United States Senator, will pile up 
a heavy vote in St. Louis and in 
the few wet counties. . 

While the apparent situation in 
the principal contests is as out- 
lined, there is a chance that the 
Democratic gubernatorial race 
may change, because of the deter- 
mination of Senator Reed co par- 
ticipate in the Senatorial primary 
in an effort to defeat Hay. 

Democrats in rural sections of 
the State, who to the nvmber of 
many thousand are as intensely 
anti-Reed as they weré six and 
eight years ago, have been restless 
under Reed’s attack on Hay, and 
considerable numbers have 
switched their support from Wil- 
son to McCawley as a_ protest 
against the Reed-Pendergast effort 
to dominate the Demoz2.atic pri- 
mary. Farty leaders in many 
counties, who have been support- 
ing Wilson, have said privately 
that a continuance by Reed of op- 
position to Hay would mean still 
greater losses to Wilson.’ 

Reed and Pendergast. 


Reed intends to deliver two 
anti-Hay radio speeches this 
week, one over Station WDAF in 
Kansas City at 9 o'clock tomorrow 
night, and one in St. Louis Thurs- 
dav night. 

To realize that Reed's participa- 
tion in the Senatorial fight has an 
important effect on the race for 
Governor, one must understand 
the lineups in Democratic politics. 
In the first place, Hay has the 
support of the dry and anti-Reed 
Democrats in the State. Through 
Reed's influence, Thomas J. Pen- 
dergast, boss in Kansas City, is 
Supporting Collet, HMay’s opponent. 
Wilson is the Pendergast candidate 
for Governor, In addition Pender- 
gast has a complete slate of can- 
didates for all offices which he is 
trying his best to »ut over. He is 
a boss in the wholesale field. 

In the minds of the pro-Hay and 
anti-Reed Democrats out in the 
State Collet is the Reed-Pender- 
gast candidate for Senator and 
Wilson the Reed-Pendergast can- 
When Reed 
attacks Hay, in whom ‘hey are 
particularly interested, they see .o 
way to retaliate except to .ppose 
Wilson, and Reed's two speeches 
this week may drive them to that 
course in sufficient numbers > 
make the result of the Wilson- 
MecCawley contest doubtful.

Wilson’s Bad Health a Handicap.

He has rather success- 
fully dodged the prohibition ques- 
tion, and it has not been difficult 
for his supporters to talk of him 
as a dry in dry territory, and for 
his supporters in wet territory to 
explain that he is entirely satis- 
factory to them, 


Wilson’s greatest handicap has 
been that he has been unable to 
make a campaign. Never in ro- 
bust health, he underwent an op- 
eration two months ago, which left 
him in a weakened condition, Un- 
certainty as to his health has cost 
Wilson many votes, Democrets 
hesitating to support a candidate 
about whose ability to make a 
general election. campaign there is 
any doubt. Notwithstanding there 
have been many authorized state- 
ments, from physicians and oth- 
ers, that within a few weeks Wil- 
son would be able to get actively 
at campaigning, this doubt has not 
been dispelled. 

McCawley Campaigns Vigoro&tsly. 

McCawley, author of the Mis- 
sourl bone dry law, has been ac- 
tively campaigning for months, vis- 
iting from two ‘’o a half dozen 
towns a day, but he has not taken 
full advantage of his opportunit'es 
Hie has concentrated unusual ef. 
forts in some parts of the St:te, 
while giving little attention to some 
of the big Democratic counties, 
which could easily decide the pri- 
mary. He will visit some of ‘hos<« 
counties this week. 

McCawley has been confronted 
with the difficult task of taking his 
campaign direct to the voters wiih- 
out the assistance of the local polit. 
ical leaders, except in a few coun- 
ties.. He has put in full time at 
the job and has reached the voters 
in large numbers. It may be tiat 
he has created a strong enough 
following to win the nominatton 
Without its being apparent. In 
making a political survey the 
sources Of information usually are 
the politicians, as it is impossible 
to canvass the large mass of cili- 
zens who vote but do not talk pvl- 
itics to any extent. 

McCawley also has an excel ent 
record as a public official and js a 
forceful campaigner, who creates « 
favorable impression wherever he 
goes, 

Hay Far In the Lead. 

The Hay-Collet campaign seems 
quite definitely settled for liny 
though Collet undoubtedly will 
carry St. Louis and Kansas C.ty 
by big majorities. Democratic 
maries, however, are settled in the 
country, St. Louis and Kansas U'ty 
combined casting only °3 per cent 
of the total vote in the party prt- 
mary. Collet will have a following 
throughout the State, but as a cen- 
eral thing the drys predominate tn 
numbers even in the wet counties. 
The wet vote in those communt!- 
ties, most of which are Germar. 
is largely Republican. 

Hay is dry and Collet is wet. 
and unless there is a complete re- 
vemrsal in this election of past pri- 
maries the rural Missouri -democ- 
racy is dry. The fact that Senator 
Reed, a wet, won in the 1922 pri- 
mary cannot be considered as 
contradictory of this sta!2:inont. 
Reed's personality and his grest 
following entered into the matter 
quite extensively, and many thou- 
sands of Republicans voted ir the 
Dethocratic primary. Reed has 
lost his Republican following to a 
large extent and it is not likely 
his suport of Collet will lead many 
Republicans to desert their own 
primary this year. 

Caulfield Strong in State. 

Caulfield, who is expected to 
carry St. Louis for the Republican 
nomination for Governor by a 
has a strong fol- 
lowing in Kansas City and 
throughout the State, the Repub- 
ican organizations in the coun.

The race which seems to be 
most in doubt is that of Patterson 
Proctor for the Republican 
nomination for Senator. Proctor 
is running as a dry and Patterson 
as a near dry, his stand being that 
he is in accord with the Republi- 
can national platform. Proctor is 
a militant dry, however. 

While the Republican vote of 
the State as a whole probably 
would show a wet majority, the 
Republican wets will be so divided 
in this campaign that they are not 
likely to make a very strong show- 
ing. Patterson generally has the 
Organization support, although it 
is by no means enthusiastic in St. 
Louis, where Nathan Frank is ex- 
pected to have the lead. 

Proctor’s Chances. 

A point in Proctor’s favor is that 
a very eonsiderable part of the vote 
to Frank will be a vote which 
might be expected to go along with 


the organization, and thus will be 


taken from Patterson. Frank may 
be expected to pall much the same 
size vote that William Sacks re- 
Ceived in 1922. It probably would 
be somewhat larger, because there 
is no indication of Republicans go- 
ing into the Democratic primary, 
as they did for Reed then, were it 
not that there are two other wet 
candidates on the Republican side 
this year, Henry A. Bundshu and 
Bernard P. Bogy. It is not Iikely 
that either will get a heavy vote, 
but each will poll some and what- 
ever they get would have gone to 
Frank if they had not entered. 

But in 1922 the organization was 
able to nominate R. R. Brewster, 
who pursued much the same corrse 
On prohibition that Patterson has 
followed. 

Proctor as a dry candidate two 
years ago polled - approximately 
88,000 votes, Ex-Senator Williams 
being nominated with a total of 
174,000, There were only three 
candidates in that race, and Wil- 
liams had more organization sup- 
port than has Patterson this year, 
With five candidates this time the 
total vote will be more divided, 
and it might be that 125,000 votes, 
or approximately that number, will 
nominate.

Framers of Primary Laws 
Tried to Tie Voters Down 


To Strict 


Party Allegiance 


Oath and Challenge System, not Used in 
Practice, Ignored in Attorney-General’s 
Ruling on Franchise Right.

Missouri are of interest to all the voters of Missouri, and section 
5005 is of equal interest to all St. Louls voters, 


Section 4839, of the general 
primary election laws, applicable 
throughout the state, including 


acquiring one of such quality in the open! St. Louis, tells who is entitled to 


vote in the primary. 


“No person,” it says, “shall 
be entitled to vote at any pri- 
mary unless a qualified elector 
of the precinct and duly regis- 
tered therein, if registration 
thereat be required by law, and 
known to affiliate with the po- 
litical party named at the head 
of the ticket he calls for, and 
attempts to vote, or unless he 
obligates himself to support the 
nominees of said party at the 
following general election.” 


There it is, Politicians up and 
down the state are telling dis- 
gruntled voters of both parties— 
dry Democrats, wet Republicans— 
that the law requires them to vote 
the same ticket in the primary 
and in the general election. Gov. 
Baker, beset with inquiries, : sked 
the new Attorney-General, Strat- 
ton Shartel, for an opinion. 


Decision by Shartel. 


The Attorney-General replied 
that every voter was free to cast 
his ballot as he wished in the gen- 
eral election, regardless of his 
vote in the primary. 


That is common sense. It has 
been the view of legal authorities 
in past election years. But is it 
the intent and spirit of the pri- 
mary laws cf Missouri? This can 
be judged after reading section 
4841. It makes plain how the 
voter is to “‘obligate himself.” 


Says section 4841—*It shall 
be the duty of the challenger 
to challenge and the duty of the 
judges of election to reject the 
ballot of any person attempting 
to vote other than the ticket of 
the party with which he is 
known to be affiliated, unless 
such person, wien challenged, 
obligates himself, by oath or af- 
firmation, administered by one 
of the judges, to support the 
party nominees of the ticket he 
is voting in the following gen- 
eral election. All judges of the 
election shall have authority 
and are empowered to adminis- 
ter such oath, or affirmation, 
and any person offering to ~ote 
who shall fail or refuse to take 
or make such oath or affirma- 
tion when demanded by such 
challenger, or required by any 
judge, shall not be allowed to 
vote at such primary election.”

In this urban category comes 
section 6005. “No person,” it 
says, “shall be entitled to vote at 
any primary unless a qualified 
elector of the precinct and duly 
registered therein, and known to 
affiliate with the political party

The one thing which seems 
clear, in reading all three sec- 
tions cited, is that their author 
or authors, meant and intended to 
bind the voter, or to make him 
think himself bound, im his ac- 
tion at the general election, by 
the party ballot he selected in the 
primary. 


In attempting this, the framers 
of the primary law were attempt- 
ing what appears to be impossi- 
ble, and what, if it were possible, 


They were making a law with- 
out a penalty—the height of leg- 
islative futility. True, the pri- 
mary law has a section stating 
that violators of provisions for 
which no speeial penalty is stated | 
shall be guilty of a felony, ane a 
shall be punished by two to five 
years’ imprisonment. But what fig} 
would constitute a violation of 
section 4841, with its provisions 
for placing the voter on oath? 

Refusing to take the oath 
would not be punishable as a fel- 
ony. For the law says that the 
person who refuses the oath shall 
not be permitted to vote in the 
primary. That disposes of him. 
The offense, then, would consist 
of taking the oath to vote one 
way, and afterward voting anoth- 
er way, in the general election. 

The offense, in that case, would 
not be committed until the ger- 
eral election. It would be an of- 
fense to which no other citizen 
could testify, as the ballot is se- 
cret. And if the evidence were 
obtainable, and the violation 
could be proved, is there a lawyer 
who thinks that any court would 
sustain a convictian? It would 
be a sufficient defense to plead a 
man’s right to change his mina. 
If the case were that of a woman 
voter, this defense would be sti’! 
more impregnable. 


Explained on Moral Ground.

Third, 1 has given Americans not de- 
rived from English stock, from the oid 
line colonial ancestry, te greatest recog- 
nition they have received in the control 
of a presidential campaign.

Thus, whatever irrelevant although fre- 
quentiy powerful prejudices are to be en- 
countered itn this campaign. Smith takes 
them head-on, without evasion, soft speak- 
ing or compromise. If a man must be 
licked upon such terms, Smith will take 
his licking. 

At the same time he has. strengthened 
himself with the people who must elect 
him, if he is to be elected. His campaign 
experience has been limited to the State of 
New York. His successes have been won 
in the concentrated and heterogeneous pop- 
Wiations of citi to which Europe has so 
largely contributed in modern - days. 

He makes himself the candidate of the 
newer America which the melting pot has 
given the countrr. He knows“Sthese new- 
er Americans and he knows their aspira- 
tions to bind themselves more closely ‘o 
the traditvon and the history of their coun- 
try. Th reverse of these aspirations would 
be national tragedy. 

There is ne quarrel along the Iine ef 
national origing in the countrr, although 
some oi@ lime Americans mar ebfect to 


Raskob likes Al. and Al likes Raskob. But 
Raskob has hitherto been #@ Republican: 
he openiy supported Coolidge tn 1924 and 
later came out for his renomination. What 
brings him to leadership of the Democratic 
Party’ So far as one can discover, only his 
fondness for Al and his opposition to pro- 
hibition. He is an open, avowed wet. By 
selecting him to lead the campaign, Al 
Smith has again insisted upen prohibition 
as the dominant issue of his campaign. That 
means, probably, sacrificing Dry border 
States in a bid for support in the Wet 
States of the East. This may be good 
strategy: the ballots will tell. To a degree 
we admire Ai Smith for such frankness: 
he makes no bones of defending Tammany, 
and he is inmcreasing'y cutepoken on prohi- 
bition. Im comparison with the pussrfoot- 
ing politicians who either evade the issue 
or drink in private and support the Volstead 
Act in public he shines like a sun of sin- 
cerity. But his selection of Raskob is to 
a considerabie degree an abandonment eof 
the progressive elements which have giv- 
en Gov. Smith a large part of his popular 
backing. Raskob is head of ome of the 
greatest open-abop. anti-union corporations 
in the country. Te name him may prore 
that Wall street need ne longer fear the 
Demecratic party; but it seems aiso to mean 
that progressives need not look to Smith 
for support. Since George Norris of Ne-

Water-Cooled 
Engines for 
Huge Planes 


ATER as a radiation for aero- 
W plane engines seems destined 
soon to replace air. Recent 
tests along this line have success- 
fully demonstrated the feasibility 
of using water asa cooling medium 
and furthermore have shown that 
it has many advantages over alr. 
A certain prominent motor 
manufacturer is now producing a 
new X-type water-cooled aeronau- 
lic engine which has 24 cylinders 
disposed in four longitudinal rows, 
resembling two V-type engines, one 
inverted below the other. This en- 
gine was recently used in a Navy 
plane piloted by Lieut. A. J. Wil- 
liams in which he tried to set a 
new world’s speed record. Al- 
though it was unsupercharged, it 
developed 1250 horsepower, or ap- 


proximately 150 horsepower per 
square foot. Its weight !s 1500 
pounds and, according to the 
manufactprer, when equipped with 
supercharger, will deliver 
horsepower per each pound of

| So far as public utilization of air 
travel is concerned, airplanes cap- 
able of crossing the Atlantic with 
at least a hundred passengers are 
needed. Such planes will demand 
enormously powerful engines, and 
it is inconceivable that the great 
parasitic resistance of many ex- 
ternally mounted air-cooled power 
plants can be permitted. Further, 
the need for convenient access to 
the engine for minor repairs and 
adjustments during flight will also 
require that the engines be suit- 
ably housed within the wing, 
which leads naturally to the con- 
clusion that the engines should be 
water cooled. 

An additional good reason for 
the use of the water-cooled engine 
relates to ice formation on the 
wings and fuselages of planes, 
which is recognized as a serious 
handicap in trans-Atlantic flights. 
It seems probable/‘that if the plane 
were equipped with the wing-skin 
type of radiator it would be feasi- 
ble to prevent ice formation, espe- 
cially since it has been shown that 
the dangerous effects of this phe- 
nomenon are confined to restricted 
portions of the wings, notably at 
the leading edges. 

During the last year or two, 
aviation authorities have been 
prone to overlook basic require- 
ments of power-plants in respect 
to their frontal area.

on a survey of the farm. Subse- 
quently samples were sent to the 
Starke laboratories at Louisiana for 
more elaborate tests and experi- 
ment. 
Today, the Burbank-Starke ex- 
perimental gardens at Louisiana 
contain 1571 individual trials of 
vegetables, flowers and grains. 
Acres and acres of beautiful flow- 
ers are found there, some so rare 
that money cannot buy them. If 
one can visualize going through a 
“Shaw's Garden” four or five 
times as lafge as Shaw's Garden 
in St. Louis, one has an idea of 
the vast scale on which the Bur- 
bank-Starke gardens have been 
planned. 

Weekly hundreds of motorists 
tour to Louisiana to visit these 
gardens. It is only four miles west 
of the town on U. S. 64, and there 
is no admission charge. 

Roads between &t. Louis and 
Louisiana are in good condition, 
being for the most part concrete, 
with several interspertions of good 
gravel. The route followed is U. S. 
61, through St. Charles to just this 
side of Wentzville, thence north 
through Moscow Mills, Eolia, 
Bowling Green to Louisiana. This 
highway is concrete to 16 miles 
north of Wright City, gravel 
through Moscow Mills to Eolia, 
and from this point concrete is 
again followed into Bowling Green. 
For eight miles out of the latter 
town the tourist follows gravel and 
thereafter the road is concreted 
into Louisiana. 

On the return trip, one could 
cross the new toll bridge over the 
Mississippi River at Louisiana and 
proceed homeward down the TIili- 
nojis side. Motorists with plenty of 
time can do this easily, using U. 8, 
54 to Pittsfield, IIL, U. 8 86 toe 
Jacksonville and then following 
State No. 3 down to Alton, where 
the new Mississippi-Missourt 
Lridges co.ld be crossed into Mis- 
sourl. The round trip over the 
route would be approximately 235 
miles, while the round trip up U. 
8. 61 and return aggregates only 
180 miles. So take your choice. 

Entering the Burbank-Starke 
gardens one is beset by a myriad 
aromas from the conglomerate 
flower beds which rise from the 
ground on all sides.

The result is that 
they pour into Hollywood from ev- 
ery point of the compass, without 
training and without experience of 
ahy sort that would prove bene- 
ficial. 

Most of them come bec2use their 
friends and neighbors «t home 
have told them they are beautiful 
and ought, therefore, to be on the 
screen, without knowing -hat beau- 
ty is the one quality that is an abso- 
lute drug on the market in Holly- 
wood. 

I do not, for a moment, want to 
be in the position of issuing the 
blanket advice to all girls ambi- 
tious for screen careers. “Do not 
come to Hollywood.” Motion pic- 
ture producers are always looking 
for girls who have real screen per- 
sonality, who are intelligent, who 
possess interpretive ability, char- 
acter and beauty. But they must 
have all these things, not just one 
or two of them. 


COT ines are welcome because 
they are so rare. Motion 
picture companies are con- 
stantly seeking to develop young 
players who show themsélves pos- 
sessed of the qualifications of suc- 
cess. But of all those who come to 
Hollywood the percentage of those 
who overcome the risks and who 
come through the testing fires to 
real success is painfully small. 
“If the girl ambitious for a film 
career would but make a searching 
analysis of herself, there would not 
be this endless influx of hopeless 
hopefuls who bombard the studies, 
without a solitary chance of ever 
gaining the heights. Before she 
even dreams of coming to Holly- 
wood, she should take an honest 
and unprejudiced check of her 
qualifications. She should count 
the cost, determine just how well 
equipped she is for the struggle be- 
fore she takes the chance.

But Hideroshi 
and Iveyasu succeeded Nobunaga, 
who was the great influential 
friend of the Christians, and they 
drove the Jesuits from the country. 

Thereafter, the death penalty 
and other severe penalties were in- 
flicted upon any one convicted of 
being a Christian. Buddhism. 
Shintoism and Confucianism were 
the only religions permitted in the 
country with Buddhism then as 
now the most popular. 

Progress of Christianitr. 

It was not until Commoddte 
Perry arrived that Christianity 
again secured a foothold. Follow- 
ing the signing of the treaty be- 
tween the United States and Japan. 
four American Protestant mission- 
aries located missions at Nagas_.ki 
and Osaka. 

To revive the cause of Christian- 
ity was an almost superhuman 
task; for, although the laws against 
the Western religion had been re- 
voked, the natives viewed the mis- 
monaries and their faith with 
something like horror. 

Perseverance. event- 
ually won and the converts, al- 
though not especially enthusiastic. 
became numerous. But there was 
a secession of the believers some 
years later which was caused prin- 
cipally by theological controversies 
arose among the Christian 
members themselves. Since then 
the Christian advocates have been 
traveling an uphill road although, 
even the Buddhists and Shintoists 
admit, they are achieving steady 
and sound progress. There are at 
present some 1600 Christian 
churches or chapels in the empire.

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“THRONE OF BUDDHA 
AT SHAW'S GARDEN 


Theme 
Full 


Sacred Lotus of India, 
of Poets, Is in 
Bloom Today. 


The throne of Buddha the En- 


lightened—the Nelumbo, or Hin iu | 


sacred lotus—is in full-blown love- 
liness today at Shaw's Garden- 

Also at their height this month 
are hardy lilies scarcely less shovy 
than the lotus itself, in four pvols 
north of the new medicinal and 
rock gardens west of the main 
range of greenhouses. The sacred 
lotus blooms in the southern ecre 
of the pool farthest north, its eight- 
inch rose-colored cup easily dis- 
tinguishable from less stately bluse 
soms. 

“Lilies like roses,’ Herodotus 
called the sacred lotuses of the 
Hindus, with “fruit like wasps’ 
nests” and edible seeds “of the 
size of an olive stone.” Centuries 
earlier the Nelumbo had taken rcot 
in the poetry and religion of the 
Oricnt. 

It is the flower-throne of Bud- 
dha. the “padma” mentioned in 
Hindu prayers, and, most aptly, 2 
symbol of feminine beauty. Oncc 
the world, the Buddists say, was a 
colden lotus. 

The Homeric lotus which bliss- 
fully delayed the crew of gUlyss«s 
among the lotus eaters was a tree. 
The lotus to which the Chincse 
poets compared the feet of their 
beloved was tiny and white. There 
is an American lotus, the yellow 
flowering lily which completely 
hides the waters of Upper Creve 
Coeur Lake in summer- None of 
the three is closely akin to the 
Nelumbo, and none is sosuperb as 
this exquisitely colored, entranc- 
ingly forced “‘rose55 of tranquil wa- 
ters In India. 

Surrounding it are hardy lilies 
in white, clear -yellow and pink 
deepening to amaranth or a red 
that approaches purple. This 
amazing range of shades was de- 
veloped from the barely pink- 
tinged native hardy lilies by one 
man, a Frenchman named Mar- 
liac. He produced the gamut of 
reds by crossing the Cape Cod Iily 
of the United States yith the alba 
of Switzerland, and the yellow— 
although he withheld the secret of 
this flower creation for several 
years—by hybridization of the 
yellow Florida lily, which is not 
hardy. The hybrids live outdoors 
in this climate all year. 

Retarded three weeks by cold 
June weather but already a mag- 
nificent sight, the tropical hybrids 
created at the garden by Supt. 
Pring will attain full splendor 
about the middle of August. No 
visitor to the garden can miss 
théin, foP’they bloom in the lily 
pools of the main entrance plaza. 

The giant bird of paradise 
flower, one of the most brilliant 
of the tropics, remains in bloom 
and a second is coming into bloom 
in the alcove house, west of the 
display house and east of the poo! 
in which the Hindu lotus may be 
seen. This augusta or giant vari- 
ety of the Strelitzia has half a 
dozen large purple and white 
blossoms, not unlike a flock of 
gaily plumaged birds pausing on 
the wing in the top of the banana- 
like tree.

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BILLY HILL—the More He Won, 
e Gave Away

ILLY HILL would 
give a hundred dol- 
lars to anybody 
who needed it, and 
not think any 
more about it. But 
he wouldn't bet a 
dime unless he 
thought he had an 
even chance.’’ 

A man who had been close to the 
late Billy Hill told me that. My in- 
formant was in a position to know. 
He had shot ducks with Billy Hill, he 
had fished with him, he had stood and 
talked to him in the pit of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange when grain tumbled, 
when grain soared. He had spent win- 
ter evenings. with Billy Hill at his 
hunting lodge, those sort of evenings 
when men wax philosophical and, un- 
tying their urban reserve, tell to old 
friends just what they think about this 
business of living. 

“Billy Hill,”” my informant went on, 
‘“‘was just about as generous and be- 
nevolent as a man could be. When he 
made his killings on the market he 
began writing $100 checks for chari- 
ties. When it came to business—that 
was different. Then he was the care- 
ful investor. But generous. I must 
tell you about the $1000 doughnut!”’ 

Now it may seem unduly informal to 
speak of a philanthropist as Billy Hill. 
It is true his name appears in the tele- 
phone directory as William T. Hill, and 
no doubt it may so appear in other 
more or less official volumes. But I 
have yet to hear anyone who knew 
him allude to him by anything else but 
Billy Hill. That is a pretty good rec- 
ommendation in itself. 

Billy Hill, president of the Teas- 
dale Commission Company, died early 
in July. He was but 53 years old 
when the end came. Let us tell the 
story of this diverting and colorful 
nian. 


N MAY 28, 1875, a young man, 

who before very long was named 

William T. Hill, was born out 
in this State, the particular town be- 
ing Sedalia. His father was a Circuit 
Judge, but before the boy had gained 
many years his father died, and the 
business of rearing him was left al- 
most entirely to his mother. 

In 1892, however, when young Hill 
had reached the age of 17, he packed 
up and came to St. Louis, where he 
went to work for his uncles, Thomas 
and Charles Teasdale of the Teasdale 
Commission Company. Billy Hill’s job 
was that of office boy.

of the war, my informant told me. 

He and Hill were walking through 
the Pierce Building on their way into 
the Exchange when a Salvation Army 
girl, a tray full of doughnuts in her 
arms, tried to sel! one of the cakes to 
Hill. 

“Buy a doughnut, please?” she 
asked, and Hill, stopping, wanted to 
know if they were any good. The 
young woman told him she thought 
they were, so Hill said: ‘‘Well, I'll try 
one, and if it is, I'll buy it.” 

He bit a piece out-of the proffered 
‘cake and noflded his approval. 

‘Come to my office,” he told her, 
“and I'll pay you.’’ 

She did and her customer sat down 
and wrote a check. It was fora thou- 
sand dollars. It is recorded that the 
young woman became so excited that 
she dropped her basket and all the 
doughnuts therein, and ran for her 
headquarters. 

In 1919 Hill returned to the Ex- 
change. Returned, he said, because 
of his love for the ‘“‘game.”’ The other 
members of the Exchange knew he was 
coming back, and on the morning he 
walked on the floor the whole crew of 
them put their respective hands into 
their respective hip pockets, drew out 
their purses and, throwing them into 
the pit, walked en masse off the floor. 

Hill played a bull market in 1919 
and he made another killing. That 
was his last consequential winning. 
For since 1920 the market, with a few 
exceptions, has been. decidedly a bear 
niarket and it wasn't to his liking. In 
1925 stories were circulated about the 
town concerning the $250,000 killing 
Billy Hill had made as a wheat bull, 
and some put his winning at a half- 
million. For a time during that rise 
in wheat he did have a paper profit of 
perhaps $500,000. But that was one 
time Hill figured wrone. ~ He had lots 
of company, for most of the other Dig 
speculators figured the same way he 
did. Hill held on too long, the market 
turned about, and he lost considerable 
money.
